Because, unless the food is 
broken up and put in condition, 
so that the gastric juices can 
mix with it we have indigestion. 
Many other conditions occur 1n 
the stomach and bowels that 
cause distress and they too get 
the name of indigestion though 
they are not really that. 
s * * 
F WE have diseased gums or 
tonsils or pus in the nose, this 
can drain into the stomach and 
cause ulcer or at least an ul- 
cerated condition. Then when 


the stomach is empty or partly . 


so, the excess acid will attack 
these uncovered areas and cause 
acute pain. These are the cases 
that complain of acute pain ir. 
the stomach half an hour after 
cating. They are relieved by 
eating again because the food 
takes up the excess of acid. Un- 
less these stomachs are care- 
fully dieted and extra acid over- 
come, they may go on to deep 
ulcer, which may rupture 
through the stomach wall and 
cause the deaths that are said 
to be caused by acute indiges- 
tion.

A 
chronic appendicitis is made 
worse by eating because eating 
sets up a parastalsis or contrac- 
tion and expansion of the whole 
abdominal contents and causes 
pain by pulling on the tender 
appendix.

S° MANY abdominal conditions 
are called indigestion when 
they are not. They resemble it so 
closely that no one except a 
trained physician can make a 
differential diagnosis. Hence self 
diagnosis with self-medication is 
a dangerous thing.

Chicken in Aspic 


Chicken in a well seasoned 
aspic makes the pretty main 
course in the second menu. ‘Use 
a four pound chicken. Dress and 
cut into four pieces. Place in a 
Stewpan and cover with cold 
water. Add one medium-sized 
carrot, a few sprigs of parsley, 
two stalks of celery, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, 
cne bay leaf and two bouillon 
cubes.- Cover the pan _ tightly 
bring to the boiling point and 
cook slowly until the chicken is 
very tender.

A Two-Fisted Irish 
Fascist... Ireland 
Reorganizes Itself 


HE Fascist movement has 

reached Ireland, with former 
Police Chief Eoin O’Duffy, of 
Dublin, the leader. 

Most Irishmen are interesting, 
but Mr. O'Duffy is particularly 
interesting, for he represents a 
new type of liberal thought in a 
country whose hills and dales 
are filed with sentimental tra- 
dition. 

Some years ago when the Irish 
Fascist leader visited New York 
City, dissevters in an audience 
he was accdressing {nrew eggs at 
him and called him the Benedict 
Arvold of Ireland, and made 
other charges against him. How- 
ever, being a true Irishman andl 
having a sense of humor, Mr. 
O'Duffy laughed it off. He knew 
the Irish are very clannish and 
conrluded that he happened to 
belong to the wrong clan as far 
as his critics were concerned. 

Still, beneath this smilins face 
and characteristically good-na- 
tured man, there is the fighter. 
This again is atypical Irish 
trait, Despite the loss of a tin- 
ae while trying to keep the 
world safe for democracy during 
the World Wa Mr. O'Duffy had 
confidence in the power of his 
fists, aS is evidenced by the fol- 
Jowing incident: 

When he was made chief of 
the Cavic Guaris, the Irish sree 
State constabulery, Mr. O'Duffy 
disuaimed hhis forces and = chal- 
leaved ail comer® to fight it out, 
man to man, with the police.

Abont one year ago he failed 
to make the Free State’s rogular 
hoilf-yearly Jand aimnuities pay- 
ment of 1,599,000 pounds. Pies- 
ident de Valera had niade no ne- 
gotiations with the British Gov- 
ernment before he decided to 
discontinue the Jand annuity 
payments. He had no sort of 
formula or none of the face-cav- 
in devices which most of the 
Irish expected him to use to back 
up his election speeches. He had 
no sooner taken office than 
quickly went the land annuities 
and then the oath of allegiance 
to the King. : 

Of course, the British weren't 
going to permit such tactics to 
go unnoticed, so they imposed 
a 20 per cent import tax on Free 
State's cattle and other farm 
produce, with the purpose of re- 
covering the withheld land an- 
nuities. This was all that Presi- 
dent de Valera needed. At one 
move he was made dictator of 
the Free State. Since that time 
everything 7rom the potato crop 
to the League of Nations has 
played straight into the wiry, 
lanky Irish President's hands. 
There seems no doubt that he is 
one of the luckiest politicians in 
ofice and there are few people 
who. are more enthusiastic lov- 
ers of luck than the Irish. 

The British import duties and 
the Free State retaliatory duties 
which quickly followed drove a 
wedge between the Free State 
and its one foreign market. This 
wedge has caused results which 
are rather bitterly economic 
than merely political. The de- 
pression in America put an end 
to emigration and American re- 
mittances. Well, if a nation is to 
live and survive under condi- 
tions such as these, drastic re- 
organization is necessary. It was 
just such a reorganization which 
President de Valera had pro- 
posed in his election speeches. 

The core of the Sinn Fein pro- 
gram for nearly thirty years has 
been the restoration of the lost 
industries of Ireland. BPresident 
Ge Valera has, step by step, kept 
the promises of his election 
speeches. 

Ireland today is becoming ag- 
riculturally self-sufficient. The 
growing of more foodstuffs 
means the qpening of more flour 
mills and beet sugar factories. 


Clothing and shoe factories come 


next, and after them, factories 
for the production. of. building 
materials. So Ireland goes 
marching on, definite in her in- 
tention to remain a free people 
in a Free State.
